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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: it is known 
in the art to use very small heaters to heat gases flown from nozzles. For example, 
Schmitt (4,778,082) teaches a nozzle where gas flows from the nozzle and over a 
tungsten filament that is 0.2 mm in diameter. Further arguments include: (a) the size of 
"nanoscale" is not particularly limited within the claim and (b) modification of the size is 
not necessarily non-obvious over the prior art.
